No Funds Available 


Everyone of the refugecs Js now 
honoured with a special file at the 
OMees and those who have been un- 
able to pay the rates asked, have 
been questioned by a Ladies’ Com- 
mittee acting somewhat in’ .the 
capacity of an’ Almoner. - There is 
little doubt but that many will be 
able to pay thelr way later when cone 
ditions revert to normal. There have 
been some instances where families 
drawing an aggregate income of 
nearly $1,000 are unable to pay at 
the moment. 

The possibility of this Colony being 
left with a large band of destitute 
people has not escape consideration, 
but while {t 4s impossible in the 
present state of things to send these 
cases. back to Shanghai, they will 
Hkely be returned to that port aftor 
the trouble is over. ‘This position, is 
fully covered by the Vagrancy Or- 
dinance. Some arrivals, of , course, 
have since found positions in. the 
Colony, while others will probably 
return to England ss soon as they 


can, : 

Laichikok inmates are, inspected 
daily by four qualified nursing sisters, 
one of whom Is a volunteer, and Dr. 
G. H. Henry pays a visit every day, 
Certain restrictions as to conduct and 
hours for returning at night are in 
operation. 

Mrs. Raymond has made the Jewish 
Colony the subject of her special cure, 
thougtt it Is of course under the Com- 
mittee. There are 24 adults and 11 
children at 13 Scymour Road. 


Police Families 


The body of Scandinavians which 
evacuated from Shanghai was pro- 
vided for by local Consulates and 
friends Independently, while the Hon, 
Inspector-Gencral of Police arranged 
for the accommodation of Shanghai 
Police Force familics in Government 
quarters such as Breezy Point and 
the Warders’ quarters at Laichikole, 

On the auestlon of returning to 
Shanghai, Government still advises 
all: women against (his course at the 
moment, Some women have Insisted 
on going back to thelr husbands in 
the Northern port but this ts without 
the consent or assistance of: the focal 
authorities, 

The health of the refugees remains 
good, there being.only a fow cases of 
sickness and the death of one womiun 
recently reported, For these reasons 
the Victoria Hospital was not used, 
nithough it was put into a state of 
preparation. All othdr hospitals in 
the Colony are unusually full. * 

With respect to the Luaichikolc 
Centre, it is interesting to recall that 
the buildings where the refuyees are 
housed were put up originally in 1906 
when a yreat) Chinese anti-slavery 
movement swept the Empire as the 
result of a number of.coolies being 
pressed into service after the Boer 
War. Quarantine buildings were put 
up at Laichikok to house the return- 
ing Chinese and they were, years 
later, rebuilt in brick to accommodate 
the surplus flow of prisoners from 
Victoria Gaol, : : 

How long: Honglcong's unwilling 
guests will remain here is uncertain, 
but a further complication Is threaten- 
ed by the’ impoverishment of the 
Shanghat Municipal: Councell's 
finances. ‘ With no taxes coming {n it 
is feared the Council will ultimately 
have to discharge scores of its 
Europeans and hundreds of Sts 
Chinese employees, the former being 
the providers for many refugees here,

JAPANESE STORM GATES 
OF PAOTINGFU 


Nanking, Sept. 24 (6142 a.m.), 

The Japancse claim to havo smasher 
ed the centre of the Chincse defences 
near Paotingfu, but military opcra- 
tlons have been seriously hampered 
by heavy rain, the trenches on both 
sldes being Noodced.—Reuter, 

Fall Imminent : 

Shanghal, Sept. 24 (10.35 o.m.). 

After severe fighting for two days 
the Japanese troops have almos' 
reached the walls of Paotingfu, the 
fall of which js expected at any 
moment. 

During the fighting two Japanesé 
planes were shot down to the north 
of Paotingfu by Chinese antl-aireraft 
uns which enme Into oction for the 
first tlme In North China.—Reuter, 

Attacking North Gate 
, Tientain, Sept. 24. 

Japanese troops have ‘reached the 
outskirts of Paothngfu: and at the 
present are attacking the north gate.

~ Japanese Repulsed 
Shanghal, Sept. 24 (9 p.m.). 

Yesterday Japanese troops vigor- 
ously attacked tlhe Chinese positions 
at Pingyungkwan, south-east of 
Tatung, but the Chinese repulscd 
them, Inflicting 3,000 casualties,” — 
Reuter. 

Japaneso Enter 

Shanghai, Scpt. 24 (10.15 p.m.). 

Peiping messages state thot after 
un. all-night siege a division of 
Chinese troops wut still holding 
Paotingfu this morning, but nt 0.45 
am. Japanese troops, by fording the 
moat, stormed a section of the wall 
breached by artillery and occupled a 
corner of the city. 

Locked in desperate hand-to-hand 
fighting, the attackers and defenders 
swayed back and forth and scattered 
the battlements before the Japanese 
consolidated their foothold. Thicy 
then began to fight their way inward 
and face continuous resistance. 

» Paotingfu is .completely encircled 
by five Japanese units, while other 
troops are pushing south after cap- 
turing the railway station outside the 
wall—Reuter, 
Clty Occupied 
Peiping, Sept. 24, 

A Japanese military spokesman 
announced that the occupation of 
Paotingfu was completed at 1.30 p.m. 
“Chinese troops face annihilation or 
surrender,” he said.--United Press.

HUNDRED KILLED IN 
POOR QUARTER 


BOMB DROPPED 
NEAR BRITISH 
WARSHIP 


Hankow, Sept. 24 (8.01 p.m.). 


SIx Japanese bombers and three 
pursult planes ronred over the city 
nt 4.50 p.m, to-day and dropped nine 
bombs. Three fell in the Chinese 
city, four on the other slde of the 
Han River,/and two in the Yangtse, 
barely 200 yards from-H.M.S. Aphis. 


It 12 eatimated that 100 were killed 
and 200 wounded, all non-combatants 
of the poorer cinsses. There were 
no casunities among forelgners, 


Eighty: dwellings were demolished 
on the Hankow side of the Yangtse. 
The damage done elsewhere haga not 
yot been ascertained. 


It appears that the Hanyan arsenal 
was the Japanese objective, but It fs 
stated that no military establishments 
suffered in the altacic. 


The Commissioner of Police ren- 
dered sterling service, and the 
students of Wuhan University asuist- 
ed the authorities in tending the 
wounded, many of whom were un- 
conscious and groaning, while weep- 
ing women stood over their relatives,

Slum’ Areas Hit 


Shanghal, Sept. 24 (10.32 p.m,). 

A Hankow message — states that 
most of the afternoon's slaughter 
occurred at Wuchlngmino, the slum 
sectlon of Hankow, near which there 
are no military establishments, It 
Is feared that the four bombs at 
Hanyang alvo accounted for a large 
number of Icilled and wotnded. 


Two bombs Jonded in the com- 
pound of the Roman Catholic middie 
school at Wuchang where the only 
casualty was toa Chinese student 
who was incautiously watching the 
raiders from a window. 

Fires started where the bombs 
dropped and are burning fiercely; 
While pollce and voluntcera  extri- 
cated. the injured ond removed the 
dead, there were the usual scenes of 
waillngy of relatives and Immense 
crowds of onlookers, 

Owing to the fact that the city is 
in ‘ferment. it js impossible to obtain 
nctual Ogures of the casualtics to- 
night, but It is feared that to-cnorrow 
will reveal details poralleling the 
bombing of Nanking and Canton.— 


Reuter, 
Terrible Sights

A most harrowing spectacle was 
witnessed by Reuter at Wuchingmiao 


where he spent two hours watching’ 


the heroic rescue work performed by 
the police and students, The carller 
figures are now proved.to have been 
under-estimated ond it is established 
that over 200. were IKdlled and 500 
injured. 

Standing for 10 minutes jin o street 
corner, Reuter saw 120 mangled 
bodies being carried away, some 
monning terribly, ond others com- 
pletely lifeless, Particularly pathetic 
were the stretchers, bearing four or 
five dead infants, mingled with the 
dylng and those bleeding from gaping 
wounds and completely naked, 

The rescue work is being ham- 
pered by the failure of electric Nght 
and the lamentable shortage of doc- 
lors and ambulance units, although 
a few are available and working 
herolcally, ; 

The streets here are only’ six feet 
wide, fringed with poor hovels, which 
collapsed Ike packs of cards, bury- 
Ing thelr occupants and passers-by. 
Pieces of bodics were strewn every- 
where or plied in heaps by rescuers, 
while more ghastly still was an oc- 
euslonal arm or leg waving feebly 
from beneath, 

Student workers were splendid an.) 
though many were weeping outright 
they stuck to their grim task. 

The proportion of children killed 
seems fnordinately large, presumably 
owing to their being In-doors and 
their tiny bodies scem to outnumber 
those of ndults, 

One bomb which fell In Hangyans. 
struck the refugee camp and killed 
60, wounding large. numbers. Se- 
porate rescue work is going on in 
this sector.—Reuter, 

Ten thousand Chinese Ilve In the 
Wuchingmino section, which is «the 
conflux of the Han river and the 
Yangtse, At the time of the bomb- 
ing there was not a soldier for miles 
while the arsenal, presumably the 
objective, is at feast four miles dis- 
fant. One bomb narrowly. missed 
fhe Wesleyan mlss!on hospital which 
Is fortunately Intact and is caring for 
hundreds of wounded. 


Occuponts of the nearby Chinese 


ftirls' school state there was: mass 
hysteria with the girls running hither 
and thither, frightened out of thelr 
lives and shocked and demented by 
the terrlble sights they had been 
foreed to witness. 

Thousands which throng the streets

though the groans of the Injured and 
the walls of the bereaved relatives 
are making the night hideous. 

The Mayor, Mr. K. C. Wu, and 
other prominent officials, are person- 
ally directing operations and pre-e 
venting wholesale ‘confusion which 
would otherwise ensue. Meanwhile 
Hankow has hod {ts blood bath with 
a venreance and even Its distance 
from the coast did not save it from 
the attentions of the Japanese raiders.

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WOMEN'S WORK 


In . the realm of social work 
at Home, Women’s Institutes 
have gained an important posi- 
tion, one which is growing in 
yalue with every passing year. 
The movement began in Canada 
some forty years ago, and 
spread to England in the carly 
days of the Great War. How 
immense the organisation is 
‘may be gathered from the fact. 
that there are now over five 
thousand branches in Britain, 
with a membership exceeding 
three hundred thousand. These 
Institutes have established on 
a new: basis the principles of 
co-operation and mutual sym- 
pathy and help. The women 
who join, rich and poor, learned 
and unlearned, meet ‘regularly 
with the ome idea of helping 
each other, All have the same 
rights and ‘privileges, and the 
same responsibilities; each con- 
tributes, what she can to the 
upkeep of the centre: That 
the’ subjects with which the 
Institutes concern themselves 
are not narrow or parochial is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
there are sub-committees deal- 
ing with such varied matters as 
domestic economy, the drama, 
music and dancing, handicrafts, 
health and general cducation, 
marketing, and even inter- 
national “problems. The _ last- 
mentioned deals with all mat- 
ters affecting the Institute move- 
ment in Britain, the Dominions 
and abroad, for the movement 
has spread to a number of Euro- 
pean countries. Through the 
conversations and lectures at 
the meetings, members are de- 
veloping wider interests and 
Jarger aims; their physical and 
mental horizons are no longer 
confined to their immediate en- 
vironment. Problems of house- 
keeping, a subject common to 
women ‘everywhere, are dis- 
cussed, .and the Institutes also 
encourage an interest in local 
and national affairs, to realise 
the powers and responsibilities 
of local bodies and to be reidy 
to serve on them when the oc- 
casion arises.. So widespread 
are the “ Institutes’ activities, 
and so vital the issues which 
are considered, that there would 
seem to be room for some such 
organisation in a Colony: like 
Hongkong. Unhappily, - wo- 
men’s interest in civic life in 
this Colony is largely confined 
to purely charitable work, in 
which sphere a small minority 
‘renders splendid service. Lat- 
terly, of course, many of thr 
Colony’s womenfolk have been 
doing splendid work in connec- 
tion with the Influx of. refugees

T is announced that Mr.

The truth is that young people

tic servants, It may seem odd 
that Civil servants should like to 
be called servants while domestic 
servants object to the word. 
Possibly, when domestic service 
is made as attractive as the Civil 
Service, the name will seem 
more agrecable.

It is probable, however, that 
domestic service owes most of its 
unpopularity to the fact that we 
have entered a new era of leisure. 
The ordinary human being likes 
to know that he will be able to 
leave, not only his work, but the 
very scene of his work, at a fixed 
hour, and that during his hours 
of leisure he will be his own 
master and free to forget till the 
next morning that such a place 
as his factory or his office exists. 


Even where the domestic ser- 
vant’s work is comparatively 
light, it is senttered over longer 
hours than any factory worker's, 
and, so long as people dine late, 
it is difficult to see how this can 
be avoided. . tye 

It is true, of course, that in 
medicine the general practitioner 
often has to work longer and 


more exhausting hours than any: 


domestic. servant, and that a 
conscientious clergyman docs 
not confine his industry to a 
trade union working day. But 
the domestic servant naturally 
does not compare his or her lot 
with that of the doctor and the 
clergyman but with the lot of 
those workers who are free to 
escape into the life of leisure on 
all seven evenings in the week.

for contentment was then fairly

As it has been -so successful at 
Home and tn-the’ Dominions, 
thero is no reason why it should 
not discharge a valuable func- 
tion in the Colonies,

SYCIIG-ANALYSIS is now fairly 

generally accepted as belng the 
best way of treating the minor {lls of 
the mind, and many pcople who find 
that life fs not quite so satisfactory as 
‘they feel it could be must be think- 
ing of undergoing this treatment, 

Tam glad that [ had the opportunity 
of belng psycho-analysed, but I would 
say to these people that psycho- 
analysis Is not somethlag to be Ilghtly 
undertaken. Apart from the thme 
and money required, it is an arduous 
and sonctmes “palnful process, and 
no conscientious therapist would: 
undertake a case unless he: were 
thoroughly satisfied that the patient 
had the mertal stability to withstand 
the disturbing effects of the dynamic 
Yreudlan methods. 

Psycha-analysls aims at bringing to 
the surface palnful memories of 
happenings, long forgotten by the 
conscious mind, that flood the mind 
wlth dread and anxiety whenever we 
encounter circumstances that Hest 
the. original experience. It seeks to 
unravel complexes acquired in curly 
childhood that rankle in the sub- 
conscious and prevent us from fully 
realising our potentialitics. 


An Unsettling Effect 


* When we begin meddling with the 
mitd and personallty, however, we 
ret going incalculable processes. I 
found that after the first relief of the 
confessional and the ordinary satisfac- 
tlon in finding a sympathetic person 
in whom to confide one's ‘troubles 
and regrets had worn off, the treat- 
ment had for a time an unsettling: and

1 found that T could not carry on 
with the analysis, and I fervently 
wished that I had left well alone, The

their harmful emotional colouring, 
and the paralysing conflict between

- As the censorship which we Im- 
pose on our thoughts js relaxed dur- 
Irg sleep, the associations tend to re- 
volve round rather [Intimate toples. 
At first E modestly repressed these

During psycho-annlysils it is usual 
for the patient to transfer to the

Hfe—generally a parent, 
“transference” waa easy in my case, 
The analyst, besides belng a ygood- 


_ looking man and a clever ductor, had 


avery graceful, syinpathetic per- 
sonality, and the sbrewdness with 
which he detected my vanities and 
prejudices wns equalled by the tact 
and dellency with whieh he pointed 
them out to me. : 

At first I fell into the temptation of 
boasting and trying to impress him, 
and at oa later period, under the 
stress of the emotions stirred up by 
the analysis, I was rude te him, but 
hiy patient urbanity was not disturb- 
ed by cither weakness. - 

To expect psycho-analysis to be a 
royal panacea for all mental ills and 
maladjustments would be foolish, but 
if the patient can co-operate with In- 
telligenec, courage, and humility, some 
jmprovement nearly always results. 
The analyst obviously cannot alter the 
past, but by patient sifting and 
persuasion he can alter ‘the patient's 
attitude to It, which is a very import- 
ant thing for hls happiness. 
tuo Setf-Centred 

Psycho-analysis Introduced a dras- 
tleally realistic note Into my mental 
outlook. As the treatment pro- 
gressed, I found that slowly and 
palntully I was acquiring a more im- 
personal and better proportioned

society. 

_ Hitherto I had regarded my troubles 
a3 being entirely due to an unfavotr- 
able environment; my family relations 
had. for years been unsatisfactory and 
ulten bitter; 1 looked ‘back on sotne of 
my schoolmastera with lonthing. 
Now I had to admit that a large part 
of my troubles was not determined 
I had 
been too much engrossed with my 
private Interests, and I had roman- 
ticlksed myself as a “problem child” 
misunderstood by the world.

Associated with this, I had suffered 
from vague, inhibiting fears thot de- 
tracted from my efficiency and my 
happiness, fears of people who re- 
minded me of my father and certain 
of my teachers. The rational steam 
roller of physcho-therapy jtroned out 
these unreasonable elements In my 
make-up, too. 2 

With regard to the particular nerve 
trouble which had been. the specific 
reason for my consulting a .psycho- 
analyst, the results are less definite. 
It has not been cured, as IF had hoped; 
but sume Improvement has followed, 
and as I now understand that the 
mind can make the body sick, and 
that the personality often gains 
something through llness. Iam con- 
fident that there js a good chance of 
the trouble ultimately righting itself. 

In a word, my troubles have been 
brought down to tangible conercte 
factors, I am facing up to facts and 
not’ shelving them jn a fantasy solu- 
tlon, and [ have regained faith in 
human nature, and a lively inferest 
in life.

Enforceable at Law ; 
ie eee yi 

Up to the middle of the ninetednth 
century, the fulfilment of an obliga- 
tion constituted -by wager could be 
enforced in an English Court of law. 
Perhaps one of the most notable 
was the case which came __ before 
Lord Mansfield [In July 1777 on a 
wager which had been laid regarding 
the sex of the celebrated Chevalier 
@Evn. Counsel for defendant main- 
talned that the action should be dis- 
missed as'a gambling, indecent, and 
unnecessary proceeding. The Lord 
Chief-Justice,--however, took. 3 
different view, and. while expressing 
strong disapproval of. bets of such a 
character, Jald down that actions pro- 
ceeding of wegers were not contrary 
to the law. of England, and that, 
therefore, the jury should find a 
verdict for the plaintiff. A verdict 


action was brought by the Rev. -B, 
Gilbert against Sir Marl M. Sykes, 
Bart. Ato dinner-party In his own 
house, the baronct, In speaking of 
the hazardous Ilfe of Bonaparte, 
offered, on receipt of one hundred 
rnulnens, to pny one guinea a day so 
long as Napoleon remained alive. 
Mr. Glibert accepted the offer and 
pata over the hundred guineas the 
next day. The baronet pald the 
clergyman « guinea a day for three 
years, and then declined to pay any. 
lonrer. It was contended by defen- 
dunt’s counsel that the baronct had 
been surprised into the bet by the 
clergyman's hasty acceptance of it. 
He also urged that the wager was 
legal, seeing that Mr. Gilbert, 
huvine a beneficial interest in the 
life of Bonaparte, might, In the event 
of invasion be tempted to use all 
means for the preservation of the 
life of an enemy of his country.

SHANGHAL REFUGEES 
NOT ENCOURAGED 
TO LEAVE COLONY 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


on the Lalehikelc quarters and they 
are now quite habitable. The fear of 
malarin is remote so long as the 
Inmates obey the regulations and do 
not slecp in the open alr, Special 
attention was given to this questlon 
when the building was taken over. 


No Funds Available 


Everyone of the refugees: Is now 
honoured with a special file at the 
Office and those who have been un- 
able to pay the rates asked, have 
been questloned by n Ladies’ Com- 
mittee ‘actlng somewhat in the 
capacity of an Almoncer. There !9 
little. doubt but that many will be 
able to pay their way later when con- 
ditions revert to normal. There have 
been some instances where familles 
drawing an aggregate income of 
nearly $1,000 are unnble to pay at 
the moment, 5 

The possibility of thls Colony being 
‘left with a large band of destitute 
people has not escaped consideration, 
but while It fs. impossible in the 
present state of things to send these 
cases back to Shanghal, they will 
likely be returned to that port after 
the trouble fs over, This position fs 
fully covered by the Vagrancy Or- 
dinance. Some arrivals, of course, 
have since found positlons In the 
Colony, while others will probably 
return to England as soon as they 


can. 

Luichikole inmates are inspected 
dally by four qualified nursing sisters, 
one of whom Is a volunteer, and Dr. 
G. if, Henry pays a visit every day. 
Certain restrictlons ns to conduct and 
hours for returning at night are in 
operation. 

Mrs, Raymond has made the Jewish 
Colony the subject of her special care, 
though it ia of course understhe Com- 
mittee. There are 24 adults’ and 11 
children at 13 Seymour Road. 


Police Families 


The body of Scandinavians which 
evucuated from Shanghal was pro- 
vided for by local Consulates ond 
friends independently, while the Hon, 
Inspector-General of Pollce arranged 
for the accommodation of Shanghal 
Police Force famllics, in Government 
quarters such as Breezy Polnt and 
the Warders’ quarters at Laichilcol, 

On the question of returning to 
Shanghai, Government still advises 
all women against this course at the 
moment. Some women have insisted 
on going back to thejr husbands fn 
the Northern port but this Is without 
the consent or assistance of the local 
authorities, . 

The health of ¢he refugees remains 
good, there being only a few cases of 
sickness and the death of onc woman 
recently reported. For these reasons 
the Victorin Hospital was not uscd, 
althouth it was put into a state of 
preparation, AIL other hospitals in 
the Colony are unusually,.full, 

With respect to the Laichikolc 
Centre, it ts Interesting to: recall that 
the buildings where the refugees are 
boused were put up originally Jn 1906 
when a great Chinese anti-slavery 
movement swept’ the Empire as the 
result of a number of coolfes betny 
pressed into service after the Boer 
War. Quarantine bulldings were put 
up at Laichiiok to house the return- 
ing Chinese and they were, years 
later, rebuilt in brick to accommodate 
the surplus flow of prisoners from 
Victoria Gaol. a baony . 

How long Honglkong’s « unwilling 
guests will remain here fs uncertain, 
but a further coMplication Is threaten- 
ed by the {mpoverishment of the 
Shanghal Munlcipal Council's 
finances. With no taxes coming in it 
is feared the’ Council will ultimately 
have to discharge scores of ils 
Europeans, and hundreds of ts 
Chinese employees, the former being 
the providers for many refugees here,

WOMEN'S WORK 


In the realm of ‘social work 
at Home, Women’s — Institutes 
have gained an important posi- 
tion, one which is growing in 
value with every passing year. 
The movement began in Canada 
some forty years ago, and 
spread to England in the early 
days of the Great War. How 
immense the organisation is 
may be gathered from the .fact 
thal there are now over five 
thousand branches in Britain, 
with a membership exceeding 
three hundred thousand. These 
Institutes have established on 
a new basis the principles of 
co-operation and mutual sym- 
pathy and help. The .women 
who join, rich and poor, learned 
and unlearned, meet regularly 
with ‘the one idea of helping 
each other. All have, the same 
rights) and privileges, and the 
same responsibilities; each con- 
tributes what she can to the 
upkeep of the centre. That 
the subjects with which the 
Institutes concern themselves 
are not narrew or parochial is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
there are sub-committees deal- 
ing with such varied: matters as 
domestic economy, the drama, 
music and dancing, handicrafts, 
health and general education, 
marketing, and even inter- 
national problems. The  Jast- 
mentioned deals with all mat- 
ters affecting: the Institute move- 
ment in Britain, the Dominions 
and abroad, for the movement 
has spread to a number of Euro- 
pean countries. Through the 
conversations and lectures at 
the mectings, members are de- 
veloping wider interests and 
larger aims; their physical and 
mental horizons are no longer

ESSAY 
ould You Like To~ 
Be A Servant? — 


é T is announced that Mr. 
Ernest Brown, the 
Labour Minister. is 
ahout to look into the 
domestic ‘servant problem 
as it has never been looked 
into before. I do not 
imagine that it is an = in- 
soluble problem, but it is 
about as difficult a problem 
as there is in the present 
condition of society. 

The truth is that young people 
nowadays dislike as a rule the 
notion of becoming domestic 
servants, and one réason is that 
they dislike being called domes- 
tic servants. It may seem odd 
that Civil servants should like to 


_fbe called servants while dornestic 


servants object to the word. 
Possibly, when domestic service 
is made as attractive as the Civil 
Service, the name will seem 
more agreeable.

It is probable, however, that 
domestic service owes most of its 
unpopularity to the fact that we 
have entered a new cra of leisure. 
The ordinary human being likes 
to know that he will be able to 
leave, not only his work, but the 


very scene of his work, at a fixed - 


hour, and that during his hours 
of leisure he will be his own 
master and free to forget till the 
next morning that such a place 
as his factory or his office exists. 


Even where the domestic ser- 
vant’s) work is- comparatively. 
light, it is scattered over longer 
hours than any factory worker's, 
and, so long as people dine late, 
it is difficult to-see how this can 
be avoided. | 


It is true, of course, that in 
medicine the general practitioner 
often has to work longer and 
more exhausting hours than any 
domestic servant, and that. a 
conscientious clergyman does 
not ‘confine his industry to a 
trade union working day. But 
the domestic servant naturally 
does not compare his or her lot 
with that of the doctor and the 
clergyman but with the lot of 
those workers who are free to 
escape into the life of leisure on 
all seven evenings in the week.

Oddly enough, when I was a 
boy, I always thought of  ser- 


vants as particularly happy peo-~ 


ple. Probably many of them 
were as happy as they seemed, 
for contentment was then fairly 
common.

The reservations were: (1) that 
the Association shall not interfere 
in any way with the running of the 
Tournament; (2) that it had the 
right to debar from partlelpation In 
the competition any club that was 
not unanimously approved by it; and 
(3) that the Association shall abstain 
from taking any action to prevent It 
from using. shields ond cups for the 
purposes of recording’ results, 

After some discussion, the condi- 
lions were put to the mecting, and 
with the exception of two, all voted 
for their rejection. 

As oa result of this, the Tourna- 
ment would now be run in-= 
dependently ond not under the con- 
trol of the Association, But the 
strange position now was that cer- 
tain clubs aMiliated with the Associa- 
tion had. already entered for the 
Tournament; if they ‘tools part they 
would be playing not under the rules 
of the Association. 

Mr.-G. E, R. Divett suggested that 
any club aMiiated with the Assocla- 
tlon should be debarred from partl- 
cipnting in any tournament not 
under its control.’ He was:supported 
by Mr. A, E. P. Guest. 

Mr, L. Tyler, Hon. Sceretary ‘of 
the United Tournament, remarked 
that the suggestlon was out of order 
as no sttch business was on the 
agenda. On being over-ruled by the 
Chairman, he asked permission to 
leave, which was granted. 

The meeting then decided that a 
letter be written to the Committee of 
the United Tournoment, informing 


them that the Council did not ap- 
prove of their reservations and that 
unless these conditions were with- 
drawn, the Council! would not ap- 
prove of the competition nor would 
it allow any club aMilinted with the 
Association: to take part In it. Any 
other competition, the rules of which 
were not approved by the Associa- 
tion would also come under ‘his 
ruling.

An Unsetating Effect 


When we begin meddling with the 
mind and personalily, however, we 
set Kolng incalculable processes. 
found that after the Arst rellef of the 
confessional und the ordinary satlsfac- 
tion in finding a sympathetic person 
In whom to confide one's troubles 
und regrets had worn off, the treat~ 
ment had for o time on unsettling and 
depressing effect. 

I-found that I could not carry on 
with the analysis, and [fervently 
wished that I had left well alone. The 
nnalyst, of course, was prepared for 
thin “resistance” phase, as it ls term- 
ed, and he wisely left me olone for 
some weeks until my reactions had 
become less painful, 


The psycho-analyst discovered my,

During psycho-analysiy it is usual 
for the patient to transfer to the 
analyst the emotion which he bas been 
morbidly “fixation” on some one who 
played an Important part fn hls carly 
Ie—penerally oa parent, Thia 
“transference” was easy in my case. 
The analyst, besides being a good- 
looking man and a clever doctor, had 
very graceful, sympathetle per- 
sonality, and the shrewdness with

been too much engrossed with my 
nrivate Interests, and 1 had roman- 
ticlsed myself ay a “problem child” 
misunderstood by the world, 

1 had always been diMdent: and 
hesitating with strangers, and I had 
nevor been able to enjoy the xpon- 
tuncous pleasures of geexurlousness. 
Hitherlo 1 had regarded this charac- 
teristic as proceeding from what Is 
now. invariably . reforred..to. ag. ine 
feriority complex. But I was

REMARKABLE WAGERS 


66TYOW much smoke Js there In a 

pound of tobneco.” = This 
quention fs roid. to have been made 
the subject of a wager won by Slr 
Walter Raleigh from Queen Elizabeth, 
A pound of tobacco was weighed, 
burned, and then weighed again in 
ashes. The question was held to be 
satisfactorily settled by determining 
the weight of the smoke to be that 
of the tobacco before being burned, 
minus the residuum of ashes. 


It probably never occurred to the 
Virgin Queen and her knight that the 
ashes had gained weight by com- 
bination with the oxygen of the 
atmosphere, or that numerous {m- 
perceptible gases. had been, evolved 
by the process of combustion. ._.. 

Sir = John Pockington, called 
“Lusty  Packington'" by Queen 
Elizabeth, ‘lald a wager of £3,000 to 
swim against three noble courtiers 
from Westminster Bridge to .Green- 
wich, but Her Majesty interposed to 
prevent any further procedure on the 

ct. , 

Early in the ninetecth century, 
nobleman named Corbet, who re- 
sided near Shrewsbury, made ao 
substantial wager that his leg was 
the most handsome in the county or 
Kingdom. He won the wager, and 
o painting Is still preserved in the 
famlly mansion, representing the 
process of measuring the legs of the 
various disputants. 

A dispute of o similar kind be- 
tween two celebrated female beauties 
in Edinburgh occasioned a consider- 
able amount -of amusement and 
scandal about a century ago. 


Setting the Fashion 


It Is recorded that Lord Spencer 
cut off his coat-talls, and Jald a 
successful wager that such a style of 
garment would become fashionable. 

An amusing bet for the trifling 
sum of five shillings Js related to 
have been decided in 1806, in the 
Castleyard, York, between Thomos 
Hodgson’ and Samuel Whitehead, as 
to which should succeed fn assuming 
the most singular ond original char- 
acter, Hodgson appeared decorated 
with ten-guinea, five-guinen, ond 
guinea notes on his coat and walst- 
cont, and gold colna sewn all over 
his hat, whilst on his back was a 
lnrge placard with the words “John 
Bull.” 

Whitchend appeared dressed Ilke 
a woman on one side with a silk 
stocking and slipper and one half of 
fds face painted nnd rouged, with 
the other half of his body resembilng 


a negro In male attlro with a boot]: 


und spur. ' 

One would have thought that so 
far as presenting a “singulor and 
original” appearance was concerndd, 
he should have won the wager, but 
na jury of five, whether or not 
attracted by the display of wealth, 
decided the issue In favour’ of 
Hodgson. .

The fork, which 
was stuck to the length of Its prongs 
into the Hd of the coffin, had caught 
hold of the end of his cloak. 


Enforceable at Lew 


Up to the middle of the nineteenth 
century, the fulfilment of an obliga- 
tlon constituted by wager could be 
enforced in an English Court of law. 

Perhaps one of the most notable 
was the case which came _ before 
Lord Mansfield in July 1777 on a 
wager which had been lald regarding 
the sex of the eclebrated Chevalier 
d'Evn, Counsel for defendant main- 
tained that the action should be dis- 
missed ns o gambling, indecent, and 
unnecessary proceeding’ The Lord 
Chief-Justice, however, took a 
different vigw, and while expressing 
strong disapproval of bets of such a 
character, Jald down that actions pro- 
ceeding of wagers were not contrary 
to the Jaw of England, and that, 
therefore, the jury should find a 
verdict for the plaintiff. A verdict 
for £700 was accordingly returned. 

At the York Assizes {n 1812, an 


actlon was brought by the Rev, B. 
Gilbert against ‘Slr Mark M, Sykes, 
Dart, At a dinner-party in his own 
house, the baronet, Jn speaking of 
the hnzardous life of Bonaparte, 
offered, on recelpt of one hundred 
guinengs, to pay one guinea a doy so 
long ns Napoleon remained alive. 
Mr, Gilbert accepted the offer and 
pald over the hundred puincas the 
next day. The. baronet paid the 
clergyman a guinea o day for three 
years, and then declined to pay any 
longcr. It was contended by defen- 
dant's counse! that the baronet had 
been surprised: into the bet by the 
clergyman’s hasty acceptance of it. 
He also urged that the wager was 


Alegal,....secing....that...Mr.. Gilbert, . 


having a beneficial Interest in the 
life of Bonaparte, might, In the event 
of Invasion be tempted to use all 
means for the preservation of the 
Mfc of an enemy of his country. 
The jury returned a verdict for 
defendant, leave to appeal made by 
plaintiff! being granted. On the case 
being. brought before the Court of 
King’s Bench, a rule was granted by 
Lord Elienborough ‘to show — cause 
why the verdict should not be act 
aside and a new trial granted, as, in 
his Lordship'’s opinion, the fact of a 


contract was clearly established, and 


unless anything of an immoral or 
impolite tendency ‘could be proved, 
the agreement must be supported, 
On the ground of impolitic tendency, 
the rule was discharged. The judges 
found that such a woger was Illegal 
from {ts tendency’ to produce public 
mischtef, as, on the one hand an 
undue interest was created in the 
preservation of the Ife of an enemy, 
ond on the other, a temptation might 
be induced to plot the assassination 
of Bonaparte, any suspicion of which 
ought to be carefully guarded 
ogainst, - 

By the Gambling Act of 1845, all 
agreements whatever, founded on 
any gaming or betting transactlon, 
are declared absolutely null and 
vold, and no action for their enforce~ 
ment can be sustained,
